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MR wants 
identity 
check on 
dead pets 

ANIMAL owners in the 
West Midlands will no 
longer be informed if their 
pet is killed on the roads. 

The Highways Agency has 
axed its policy of checking 
identity chips on animals 
that are found on roads but 
only in certain parts of the 
country. 

Campaigners say the de¬ 
cision means some owners 
may never find out what 
happened to their pet. 

They have won the back¬ 
ing of Dudley North MP Ian 
Austin, who said it was un¬ 
fair that checks are carried 
out in some areas and not 
others. 

Overturned 

The Government an¬ 
nounced last year that all 
pet dogs would have to have 
identity chips by 2016 to cut 
down on stray animals. 

Mr Austin has written to 
Transport Secretary Patrick 
McLoughlin in the hope of 
getting the decision over¬ 
turned. 

He said: “I’m sure lots 
of people in Dudley will be 
concerned that their family 
pet could die on the roads 
and they might never be in¬ 
formed. 

“It’s unfair that checks 
are carried out in some 
areas but the West Midlands 
loses out, so I’m urging the 
Government to do decent 
checks across the country.” 

Danger road 
safety work 

WORK has begun to make a 
busy road in Cradley Heath 
safer following a spate of 
accidents, including one in 
which a great grandfather 
died. 

Highway chiefs decided to 
take action over Barrs Road 
after concerns were raised 
by councillors and residents. 

The road has a history 
of accidents and in 2013 
retired bricklayer Bernard 
Betts, aged 85, of Cradley 
Heath, was knocked down 
while walking his dog. 

Barrs Road will be nar¬ 
rowed in some places. 


VICTORY IN PUB 
STORE BATTLE 


FAMILIES campaigning against plans 
to build a convenience store on the 
car park of a pub are celebrating this 
week after it was rejected. 

Hundreds of people had signed a petition 
opposing New River Retail’s £lmillion plan 
for the Co-Operative store next to the Haden 
Cross Inn in Halesowen Road, Cradley Heath. 


The company said the 
proposal would not alter the 
pub, but residents feared it 
could impact on the popu¬ 
lar watering hole’s future 
with the number of parking 
spaces for it reduced from 
30 to five. 

This week, Sandwell 
Council planning officers re¬ 
jected the firm’s proposal on 
the grounds of overdevelop¬ 
ment and a lack of parking. 

The store would have had 
eight car parking spaces. 

Application 

Tim Haskey, who lives 
opposite the pub, has led the 
Friends of Haden Cross Inn 
group in opposition to the 
planning application. 

The group was due to hold 
a public meeting at the pub 
last night. 

He said: “I am delighted 
with the news. 

“I would like to think the 
community, in getting to¬ 
gether and providing a loud 
voice to express our con¬ 
cerns, was heard and helped 
influenced the decision. 

“The issues were simple. 
There was no space for the 
convenience store and we 
wanted to protect our pub, 
which is well used by the 
local community.” 

The 47-year-old, who 
works in insurance services, 
added: “But we are not com¬ 
placent. We will continue 
to keep an eye out for any 
future plan and do what we 
can to protect our pub.”

The campaign group has 
submitted an application to 
get the pub recognised as an 
‘asset of community value’. 

Under the listing, the pub 
has to be offered to the com¬ 
munity if put up for sale. 

Cradley Heath and Old 
Hill ward Councillor Anne 
Shackleton, who has also 
played a role in the cam¬ 
paign, said this was a victory 
for residents. 

“This is tremendous news 
for local people because 
the community have come 
together to fight this pro¬ 
posal,” she said. 

“This is an outcome which 
is right for the neighbour¬ 
hood and it is a triumph for 
the local community. 

“The campaign will con¬ 
tinue to ensure it helps save 
this valuable public amen¬ 
ity.” 

New River Retail, which 
owns the Haden Cross Inn, 
said the proposals had been 
designed to help safeguard 
the pub’s future. 

It was one of more than 
200 acquired by New River 
Retail from Marston’s. The 
new store would have cre¬ 
ated up to 20 jobs, according 
to the firm. 

A double garage would 
have been demolished to 
help make way for the new 
store, along with cycle, plant 
and bin storage areas.

Suspended sentence for energy fraud 


A FRAUDSTER who claimed he 
could get compensation from ener¬ 
gy companies but pocketed people’s 
cash has been given a suspended 
jail term. Shaun Morris received 
£34,000 from 310 people across the 
West Midlands. 

He was handed £100 to £150 each 
time after saying he could get un¬ 
realistic amounts of cash back from 
big suppliers on a ‘no win, no fee’ 


basis after putting adverts in news¬ 
papers. But the 45 year-old kept the 
money and was aggressive to some 
customers when they wanted to pull 
out, Stafford Crown Court was told. 

Morris pleaded guilty to three 
counts of fraud by false representa¬ 
tion, two counts of engaging in ag¬ 
gressive commercial practices and 
one of engaging in unfair practice 
between September 2012 and Oc¬ 


tober 2013. Morris, of Birch Road, 
Stone, was given a two year prison 
sentence, suspended for two years, 
and ordered to carry out 200 hours 
of unpaid work. 

Mr Tony Watkin, prosecuting, 
said Energy Compensation Bureau 
had been established by Morris in 
Stafford in 2012, but he had no ex¬ 
pertise or experience. 

Victims included Susan Homer 


from Dudley, who was told she could 
get up to £2,000. She then spoke to 
her energy supplier and told Morris 
she wanted to cancel a meeting. He 
then started “ranting” at her and 
invoiced her £65. 

Mr Peter McCartney, defending, 
said the father-of-two who previ¬ 
ously served in the armed forces and 
construction industry had exagger¬ 
ated the level of compensation.

EDL thugs sent to prison after violence in city 


SEVERAL English Defence League sup¬ 
porters have been jailed after thuggish be¬ 
haviour in Birmingham city centre 
Violence flared at a protest in July 2013 
which turned the city centre into a battle¬ 
ground as pavings slabs and bottles were 
thrown in horrific clashes with police. 

Yobs also torched a Muslim prayer cap 
and Pakistani flag during the disorder in 
the city’s main entertainment district, 
around Broad Street and Centenary Square. 
Operations were conducted across the 


Midlands and further afield to arrest those 
believed to be involved in the disorder. 

People were arrested from as far afield 
as West Sussex and Tyne and Wear, having 
travelled to the West Midlands to take part 
in the demonstration. Six defendants came 
from the Black Country. 

Message 

Superintendent Richard Baker said: 
“Violence has no place on the streets of 
Birmingham, regardless of motivation or 


whatever cause people are supporting. This 
should send a clear message to those who 
are intent on coming to the West Midlands 
to cause trouble — we will not tolerate such 
behaviour.” 

Among those sentenced was Jake Hill, 
aged 32, of Church Street, Stourbridge, who 
was jailed for 22 months. A court hearing 
last month heard how he pushed a police¬ 
man and was part of crowd which attacked 
four officers trapped between two vans. 

Lee Joshua, 43, of St Marys Court, Brier- 


ley Hill, received a 16 month sentence. He 
was said to have been at the forefront of at¬ 
tempts to break through police lines. 

Thomas Wilkie, 23, of Kent Road in 
Wednesbury was jailed for 18 months after 
kicking out at a police officer. 

Also sentenced were Mark Connor, 25, 
of Tantara Stree, Walsall, who received 22 
months in prison; John Warrender, 28, of 
Oakdale Close, Oldbury, got 15 months; 
James Olley-Shields, 22, of Hanbury Hill, 
Stourbridge, was jailed for 12 months. 


American terror pundit's 
donation after Brum gaffe 


A US-based terrorism pundit who faced rid¬ 
icule on social media after describing Bir¬ 
mingham as a no-go area for non-Muslims 
has donated £500 to the city’s children’s hos¬ 
pital. 

Steven Emerson made the payment after issuing 
a string of apologies to British media outlets over 


his terrible, inexcusable 
error’ during a weekend 
broadcast on Fox News. 

Billed as an ‘expert’ on 
terrorism-related issues, 
Mr Emerson was widely 
mocked by Twitter users 
after informing Fox viewers 
that Birmingham was ‘to¬ 
tally Muslim’ and was not 
visited by people of other 
faiths. 

Mr Emerson is also facing 
an on-line petition calling 
for him to make an on-air 
apology in America, which 
has attracted more than 
3,500 signatures. 

In a statement confirming 
that it had accepted a dona¬ 
tion from Mr Emerson, a 
spokesman for Birmingham 
Children’s Hospital Char¬ 
ities said: “The money he 
has donated will go towards 
improving the lives of thou¬ 
sands of patients and their 
families who are treated at 
our hospital each year.” 

Idiot’ 

Prime Minister David 
Cameron called Mr Emerson 
a ‘complete idiot’ and said 
he should visit Birmingham 
to see it for himself

said that ‘there are actual 
cities like Birmingham that 
are totally Muslim, where 
non-Muslims just simply 
don’t go in’, while appearing 
on the Fox News channel.

Twitter users were quick 
to ridicule the broadcast 
with the hashtag #Fox- 
NewsFacts as they joked 
Fox News might think Sel- 
fridges in the Bullring — re¬ 
named by some the Kabul 
Ring — or the BT tower 
were mosques. 

Comedians A1 Murray 
and Sanjeev Bhaskar joined 
in along with Black Sabbath 
bass player Geezer Butler.

CHOP down laurels. Chop down apple tree. Chop 
down hydrangeas. Burn the lot in the brazier. Slash, hack, 
burn, burn, burn. Gardening. It’s a man thing. But only in 
January. 

A FEW days ago I wrote about the curious veil of 
silence which has descended on the Scottish bin-lorry 
tragedy. Six people were killed on December 22 when 
the lorry careered along the pavements of Glasgow. Yet 
all has gone very quiet. The city council says it will never 
identify the lorry driver or crew. Now, a senior Scottish 
lawyer says it could be years before the bereaved and 
injured are told what happened. He condemns Scotland’s 
fatal-accident inquiry process as flawed and “bordering 
on inhumane.” So far, no decision has even been taken 
on whether an inquiry will be held. You might imagine 
that Scots would be demanding answers to this appall¬ 
ing national tragedy. But the majority of comments I can 
find online insist the authorities know best and all will be 
sorted out eventually. I can only conclude that folk have 
more faith in their lords and masters north of the border 
than we have down here. 

BACK in August I asked, in my cynical old way, whether 
William Pooley, the Ebola nurse, would feature in the New 
Year Honours List for risking his life to save the lives of 
others - “or does he have to sing pop songs, row a boat 
or ride a bike very fast as well?” In fact Pooley got noth¬ 
ing. Honours went to an actress who can impersonate 
Cilia Black, a fashion designer who invented the mini skirt 
50 years ago, and to Joan Collins, presumably for being 
Joan Collins for all these years. Fine priorities, eh? 

IN last Wednesday’s Thought for the Day (Radio 4) an 
Anglican bishop, Nick Baines, delivered a little homily, 
condemning protests in Germany against “the Islamisa- 
tion of the West.” He asked: “Why is it that in such mat¬ 
ters, perception is so much more powerful than reality? 
Why is it that the fires of fear are so easy to stoke?” Five 
hours later Islamist gunmen burst into the offices of a 
satirical magazine and slaughtered a dozen Parisians. You 
were saying, Bishop . . .?

Wolves saviour Sir Jack dies 



Former Wolves owner Sir Jack Hayward has died at 91 


LIFE president and former 
owner and chairman of Wol¬ 
verhampton Wanderers FC, 
Sir Jack Hayward OBE, has 
died aged 91. 

After buying the club for 
£2.1 million in 1990, it is 
estimated he spent more 
than £70 million of his own 
fortune helping to fund the 
current Molineux Stadium. 

Present owner Steve 
Morgan said: “Wolves are a 
family and we are united in 
morning at the loss of one 
of the club’s and the city’s 
most cherished sons.” 

Sir Jack was born in Wol¬ 
verhampton and educated 
at Stowe School. During 
the Second World War, he 
joined the Royal Air Force, 
receiving flight training in 
Florida. He served first as 
a Pilot Officer in Royal Air 
Force 671 Squadron S.E. 
Asia Command in India and 
was demobilised as a Flight 
Lieutenant. 

Sir Jack took over his fa¬ 
ther’s business interests in 
the Bahamas, and contin¬ 
ued to play an active role 
in Freeport, where the Sir 
Jack Hayward High School 
is named after him. 

He died in Fort Lauderd¬ 
ale, Florida, on Tuesday. 


Learner 
driver in 
11-mile 
car chase 

A LEARNER driver led 
police on an 11-mile high¬ 
speed chase after officers 
tried to stop him. 

Jordan Ricketts hurtled 
through red traffic lights, 
went round a traffic island 
the wrong way and mounted 
the pavement in a bid to 
get away, Wolverhampton 
Crown Court was told. 

The 21-year-old, who 
had three passengers as he 
reached speeds of 60mph, 
was halted when police used 
a ‘stinger’ to burst the front 
tyres of his Renault Clio.

It is down to 
good fortune that no dam¬ 
age or injury was caused by 
your driving.”

KATIE Hopkins, the one-time 
Apprentice candidate who now 
plies her trade trying to offend 
as many people as she possi¬ 
bly can with vitriolic comments 
on Twitter, surely hit a new low 
with her diatribe about Pauline 
Cafferkey.

Through looking 
glass into the past 


Stourbridge was at the 
centre of the glass industry, 
CHARLIE BENTON looks 
at relics recently found 

DEDICATED volunteers have 
spent hours sifting through 
tons of soil to uncover an ar¬ 
ray of hidden gems from Stour¬ 
bridge’s glass industry herit¬ 
age. 

An eight-month long excavation 
on the site of the Ruskin Mill Glass¬ 
house College has unearthed exam¬ 
ples of glassware dating back hun¬ 
dreds of years and evidence of two of 
the region’s earliest furnaces. 

Now some of the window glass, bot¬ 
tles, tiles, cut lead crystal and carriage 
lantern lenses which have been dug up 
will be going on public display. 

Stourbridge was once the epicentre 
of the UK’s glass-making industry, re¬ 
nowned the world over for its high-qual¬ 
ity glass products since the early 1600s. 

The remains of furnaces discovered 
at the site would have been in the shape 
of distinctive cones similar to the Red 
House Glass Cone that stands in nearby 
Wordsley. Such glass cones once domi¬ 
nated the skyline of the area. The two 
found at the Ruskin site date back to 
1691 and 1692 respectively. 

The site forms part of The Glasshouse, 
formally known as the Ruskin Glass Cen¬ 
tre, which serves as a working homage to 
the glass trade. 

The dig was carried out by volunteers 
as well as 90 students from the college in 
Wollaston Road with special educational 
needs. 

Among the items uncovered are bottles 
which date back to the 1700s, decorative 
glass from the 1850s and clay pipes. 

Glass heritage director at the college 
Ian Dury, aged 61, of Kinver, said: “It 
has been amazing and what we have dis-

covered is a time capsule of glass mak¬ 
ing on the site for the past 400 years 
so we really did find all sorts of things, 
from windows to bottles. 

Condition 

“Although of course a lot of the pieces 
were shattered, the glass itself was in 
very good condition as once it is under¬ 
ground it stays quite stable.” 

Many pieces will now be put on dis¬ 
play. 

Mr Dury said: “We had archaeolog¬ 
ical and glass specialists take a look 


at what we found and they were very 
impressed. Although we put a lot of it 
back, there were a lot of pieces that will 
be kept. Some of it will be sent to mu¬ 
seums and some of it will be kept at the 
college itself. 

“In May we will be holding a special 
international glass festival and it would 
be great to display it then.” 

He added: “We found lots of window 
glass, lots of pieces of bottles and tiles 
and decorative glass. 

“Anything that can be made in glass 
has been made here for 420 years. The 


first cones were built in 1691 and 1692 
and then they built another cone on top 
of it. 

“The main facility was built in the 
1930s. It has constantly been in use as a 
glass making facility for 400 years. 

“It is a timeless art, the same equip¬ 
ment that was used then is still used 
today.” 

Mr Dury, originally from South Wales, 
said he has been working in the glass in¬ 
dustry for almost 50 years. 

He said: “It was absolutely fantastic 
to be a part of the dig. The funding we 
received from English Heritage and the 
National Lottery allowed us to do a lot 
of research to find out just what we were 
digging up 

“There were over 16 glass cones in the 
area alone at one stage and it has en¬ 
riched the area so much.” 

Ruskin Mill stands on the site of the 
former Webb Corbett glassworks which 
operated between 1913 and 1969. 

It was taken over by Royal Doulton 
which operated until it was sold in 1999 
to the Ruskin Mill trust. 

Mr Dury has paid tribute to the work 
of volunteers who turned out to help. 
He said: “We started the dig in Febru¬ 
ary last year and we had funding from 
English Heritage and National Lottery. 

“For the first couple of weeks I was 
tasked with finding volunteers and 
although I was worried initially I 
shouldn’t have been, as we had so many 
people come out to help us dig. 

“We have 90 students with special ed¬ 
ucational needs here at the college, they 
have absolutely loved doing it and taking 
part. 

“The first two weeks was all about 
getting volunteers from elsewhere, I was 
concerned at first but the turnout was 
amazing. There were more than enough 
volunteers and other schools came out 
and got involved. 

“We are also interested in inviting 
schools to come along and take a look at 
what we found. The glass that was made 
here can be found in all sorts of places.”

FOUR million conversations are 
what the Labour party’s leader 
says it must hold between now 
and polling day. 

Between them, shadow chan¬ 
cellor Ed Balls and shadow work 
and pensions secretary Rachel 
Reeves clocked up a few of 
those in Staffordshire and the 
Black Country this week. 

With no party commanding 
an overall majority in the Com¬ 
mons, the run-up to the May 7 
General Election is going to be 
something of a level playing field 
between Labour and the Con¬ 
servatives. 

They both need to hold on to 
every seat they won last time 
and to win even more if they 
are to avoid another compro¬ 
mise-laden coalition. 

Both are losing votes to oth¬ 
er parties, specifically UKIP, the 
Greens and the SNP (north of 
the border, obviously). 

Hence Miss Reeves played 
the consolidation game in Dud¬ 
ley North, the most marginal La¬ 
bour seat in the Black Country 
while Mr Balls headed for Can¬ 
nock Chase. 

The latter was the scene of a 
symbolic defeat, at least in nu¬ 
merical terms, for Labour. It’s 
where the Tories saw the largest 
swing to them in 2010. 

It contains, in theory, the larg¬ 
est proportion of voters who 
were prepared to desert one 
party for its arch enemy. If La¬ 
bour can win this back, it stands 
to reason it can win back others 
as well. 

In the 1990s we had Essex 
Man, the typical voter described 
as ‘working class, father, elec¬ 
trician, right-wing, keen hanger, 
noisily rambunctious, no sub¬ 
tlety’. Then Tony Blair came up 
with another type of voter, the 
so-called Mondeo Man. 

“His dad voted Labour,” he 
said. “He used to vote Labour, 
too. But he’d bought his own 
house now. He’d set up his own 
business. He was doing very 
nicely. ‘So I’ve become a Tory’, 
he said. In that moment, he crys¬ 
tallised for me the basis of our 
failure. His instinct was to get 
on in life. And he thought our in¬ 
stincts were to stop him.” 

In both Labour visits to the 
Black Country and Staffordshire, 
the front-benchers met appren¬ 
tices. Under Mr Blair there was 
a drive to get half of young peo¬ 
ple into higher education. Now 
there’s a renewed interest in ap¬ 
prenticeships to give employers 
the skilled workforce they need. 

While Mr Balls was tinkering 
around on a go-kart with two 
student mechanics at South 
Staffordshire College it occurred 
to me that Cannock Mechanic 
could well determine the out¬ 
come of this election. 

Whether it’s the young voter 
or their parent or grandparent, 
all of them want to know if the 
younger ones are going to have 
a chance to get on in life, get a 
job and make a contribution. The 
big debate will be how that hap¬ 
pens. The parties have just un¬ 
der four months to convince us.

Brewery hails 100 
years with ale trail 


A BREWERY has thrown 
down the gauntlet to real 
ale lovers as it launches 
its centenary celebrations. 

Holden’s Brewery will chal¬ 
lenge punters to get a round in 
at each of its pubs across the 
Black Country. 

The real ale trail will begin in the 
spring as the Woodsetton-based 
brewery kicks-off a range of events 
to mark its 100th anniversary. 

Those who complete the tour of 
the firm’s 20 tenanted pubs will 
then be able to swap their com¬ 
pleted card for Holden’s centenary 
memorabilia. The family-run brew¬ 
ery will also host tours, starting 
from February. 

The arrival of the brewery’s cen¬ 
tenary year comes as an expansion 
of the site is nearing completion. 

A new tank room will be com¬ 
pleted during 2015, increasing ca¬ 
pacity at the Sedgley Road West 
site by 50 per cent, which bosses 
said had been possible thanks to a 
boom in the ale trade. One of the

stops on the Holden’s tour will be 
the Rose and Crown in Brierley 
Hill and landlord Mark Pritchard 
believes the idea will drum up in¬ 
terest in the area. 

He said: “It’s a popular brew¬ 
ery around here. This pub is still 
a busy little pub and I do think it 
will make a difference. 

“Round here it is a real ale area, 
it’s so popular, especially when 
they bring out their own monthly 
ones. 

“They tend to go down really 
well. I think the tour is a really 
good idea.” 

Francis Britton, who runs 
Holdens pub The Wheatsheaf, in 
Carter’s Green, West Bromwich, 
believes the tour could come as a 
major boost. 

She said: “Anything that gets 
more people in is a good idea. 
Hopefully this can help. All pubs 
need more customers at the mo¬ 


ment and anything that increases 
the likelihood of people coming in 
is good. 

“Ale is a good seller, the pub is 
known for having real ale. Locally 
it does well.” 

Despite the bleak outlook for 
the industry in recent years which 
has seen pubs continue to disap¬ 
pear from Black Country streets, 
Holden’s has been able to buck the 
trend and invest in the future. 

When the expansion is complete, 
ale production will increase from 
50,000 pints a week to 75,000. 

Popularity 

The extension has been built at 
the rear of the site in George Street 
and will see extra fermentation 
tanks installed. A new bottle store 
was also completed in 2012. 

When the plans were revealed, 
managing director Jonathan 
Holden said: “There has been a re¬ 
surgence in the popularity of ales 
in recent time and this has been a 
massive benefit to us. 

“This expansion is necessary for 
us to build on the business.”

Probe urged into repeat 
calls to ambulance service 


A WEST Midlands Euro MP has called for an 
investigation into nuisance 999 calls after 
it emerged paramedics were called to one 
property in Stourbridge more than 200 times 
in 12 months. 

West Midlands Ambulance Service was called to 
an address in the town 231 times for ‘falls’, accord¬ 


ing to details revealed 
through a Freedom of 
Information request. 

The service revealed its 
paramedics and ambulance 
crews were called out 5,000 
times to the same 30 ad¬ 
dresses in the region. 

A property in Birming¬ 
ham’s Shard End was vis¬ 
ited on 653 occasions with 
only 11 of the call-outs 
resulting in anyone being 
taken to hospital. 

Headache 

Of the calls, more than 
400 were described as being 
for ‘someone feeling gener¬ 
ally unwell’. In one incident, 
the paramedics were forced 
to race to the address to dis¬ 
cover the resident merely 
had a headache. 

West Midlands MEP Bill 
Etheridge, also a councillor 
in Dudley, urged authorities 
to look at the issue. 

“Without knowing the 
personal circumstances of 
the caller it would be un¬ 
fair to make a judgement

The unnamed child was sent for 
help last year. The council is the only 
one in Birmingham and the Black 
Country to commission such a service. 
Dudley’s health boss said it only hap¬ 
pened in ‘exceptional circumstances’ 
and after necessary health checks had 
been carried out. 


A total of 760 children in Year 6 are 
classified as obese in the borough. In 
reception, 363 children are obese. The 
figures come from the National Child 
Measurement Programme. 

Sensible 


Councillor Rachel Harris, cabinet 
member for health, defended the coun¬ 
cil’s spending. 

“We find that tackling the issues 
that lead to obesity is cheaper and 


more sensible in the long run,” she 
said. “This is about enabling a lifestyle 
change to prevent long term health 
conditions and future pressures on 
health services. We also provide full 
support to the family including nutri¬ 
tional and healthier lifestyles advice. 

“Only in exceptional circumstances, 
and following medical checks to iden¬ 
tify any underlying health issues, 
would we take the step of referring a 
child to a focussed camp.”

The campaign forbids organised car cruising 


Injunction putting the 
brake on car cruising 


CAR cruising will be banned across the Black 
Country after a ground-breaking High Court 
injunction was secured by Wolverhampton, 
Dudley, Sandwell and Walsall councils. 

The injunction forbids people from participating 
in or promoting, organising or publicising a “car 
cruise” anywhere within the Black Country. 

Car cruising - the act of drivers meeting on the public 
highway on either an organised or impromptu basis to race 
or show off in their cars - is noisy, dangerous and illegal. 

Regular gatherings take place at a number of “hotspots” 
around the Black Country, where up to 250 vehicles and 
spectators turn local roads into a race track. 

They include the Black Country Route and Birmingham 
New Road in Wolverhampton, Flood Street in Dudley, Bean 
Road Industrial Estate, Tipton, Hallens Drive, Wednesbury 
and Brickyard Road, Walsall, as well as public and retail 
car parks across the Black Country. 

Local councils and the police have received hundreds 
of complaints about car cruising over the last few years, 


ranging from vehicles and spectators obstructing highways 
or residential or business properties, to dangerous driving, 
excessive noise, littering, verbal abuse and intimidation. 
There have also been a number of collisions involving vehi¬ 
cles taking part in car cruises. 

Wolverhampton, Dudley, Sandwell and Walsall councils, 
working in partnership with West Midlands Police, secured 
the injunction from the High Court in Birmingham last 
month. Anyone suspected of breaching it will be at risk of 
being in contempt of court, for which an adult can face up 
to two years in prison and a fine. 

Anti-social 

Speaking on behalf of the partners, Councillor Elias 
Mattu, Wolverhampton City Council’s cabinet member for 
leisure and communities, said: “Car cruising has been a 
bone of contention for residents and businesses for many 
years. 

“The activities are not only wholly anti-social, but also il¬ 
legal and dangerous, putting the safety of participants and 
spectators at risk. It’s only a matter of time until someone 
is seriously injured or even killed. 


I am confident this ground-breaking injunction will 
have a positive impact on the lives of law-abiding people in 
Wolverhampton, Dudley, Sandwell and Walsall.” 

Chief Inspector Kerry Blakeman, head of West Midlands 
Police’s Traffic unit, said: “This Black Country-wide in¬ 
junction will form the backbone of our on-going measures 
to target people using the road as a racetrack while ensur¬ 
ing the safety of others. 

“As well as the obvious dangers of driving at speed on 
urban roads, car cruising generates a lot of late-night noise 
nuisance for people living near key routes. 

Law abiding drivers can also feel intimidated when they 
inadvertently find themselves in the middle of a gather¬ 
ing.” 

Councillor Mattu added: “It should be stressed that we 
are not seeking to prevent legitimate car enthusiasts from 
enjoying their hobby. 

“What we want to do is put a stop to the menace of car 
cruising, which is making life a misery for so many people 
across the Black Country.” 

• Anyone who witnesses a car cruise on the public 
highway or public place is asked to call police on 101. 


Court action 

1) It is forbidden for anyone to participate in “car 
cruising” (as defined in the schedule below) any¬ 
where within the Claimants’ combined geographi¬ 
cal area known locally as the Black Country Area. 

2) It is also forbidden for anyone to promote, organ¬ 
ise, or publicise via e-mail, the internet or any publica¬ 
tion or broadcast, any “car cruising” within the defined 
geographical area. 

3) A power of arrest pursuant to section 27 Police and 
Criminal Justice Act 2006 shall apply to clause 1 above. 

4) The order and power of arrest shall continue for 3 
years following the commencement of this order or until 
it is varied or discharged by the court. This order shall 
come into effect at midnight on 2 February 2015 provid¬ 
ed that the Claimants have completed certain steps. It 
shall, subject to further order, expire at midnight 1 Feb¬ 
ruary 2018. 

5) Personal service of this injunction is dispensed with 
pursuant to rule 81.8 of the Civil Procedure Rules. 

Schedule 

1) “Car Cruising” means two or more motor vehicles 
(including motorbikes) between the hours of 3pm and 
7am being on a highway or in a publicly accessible 
place within the Black Country Area at which any such 
vehicle or occupant of a vehicle performs any of the pro¬ 
hibited activities listed in clause 3 below which causes, 
or is capable of causing, any of the prohibited conse¬ 
quences set out in clause 4 below. 

2) “Participating in car cruising” means being the driv¬ 
er of, or being carried in (or on), a motor vehicle (includ¬ 
ing motorbikes) in circumstances in which paragraph 1 
above applies. 

3) The prohibited activities referred to in clause 1 
above are: speeding; driving in convoy; racing; per¬ 
forming stunts; sounding horns/playing music as to 
cause a significant public nuisance; using foul or abu¬ 
sive language; using threatening, intimidating behaviour 
towards another person; and causing obstruction on a 
public highway, whether moving or stationary. 

4) The prohibited consequences referred to in clause 
1 above are: excessive noise; danger or risk of injury to 
road users (including pedestrians); damage or signifi¬ 
cant risk of damage to property; significant risk of harm; 
significant public nuisance; and significant annoyance 
to the public.

Hundreds of extra officers 
are to combat sex crimes 


POLICE have bolstered the number of of¬ 
ficers tackling sex crimes across the West 
Midlands as it emerged the region is a hot 
spot for sexual predators. 

Wolverhampton has the second highest rate of con¬ 
victed sex offenders per person in the entire country 
with 377 convicted criminals living in the city. 


Figures show there are 
also high numbers of sex 
offenders elsewhere in the 
Black Country, with 348 
in Sandwell, 315 in Walsall 
and 293 in Dudley. 

There are more than 
1,000 sex offenders living 
in Birmingham and 893 in 
Staffordshire. 

West Midlands Police 
Chief Constable Chris Sims 
has now added 275 officers 
to its Public Protection Unit 
— the department that deals 
with sex offences — with a 
total 793 police officers with 
50 civilian staff. 

Commitment 

Chief Inspector Michaela 
Kerr, said: “West Midlands 
Police recently expanded its 
Public Protection Unit with 
275 additional officers join¬ 
ing the team. 

“The number of officers 
working in Public Pro¬ 
tection now accounts for 
around 10 per cent of the 
force’s total strength, that’s 
a clear indication of our 
commitment to supporting 
victims of sex crime, safe¬ 
guarding vulnerable people, 
and ensuring offenders face 
justice. 

“We have a dedicated

team of specialist officers 
that work with probation 
and partner agencies to 
manage sex offenders.” 

Across England and 
Wales, police and probation 
are currently monitoring 
46,102 registered sex of¬ 
fenders. Latest figures show 
there are 2,521 sex offend¬ 
ers in the West Midlands. 

For every 100,000 people 
in Wolverhampton, there 
are 172 sex offenders — an 
average which is narrowly 
lower than the highest rate 
in the country, which is in 
Hull where the number is 
174 per 100,000. 

Wolverhampton South 
East MP Pat McFadden 
said: “I am sure this infor¬ 
mation will concern the 
public and the question I 
have to ask is why does Wol¬ 
verhampton have one of the 
highest rates? 

“What is absolutely para¬ 
mount is that the police and 
relevant authorities know 
who these offenders are and 
where they live and that 
they are actively protecting 
the public.”

House 
sharing 
scheme for 
under-35s 

A SCHEME helping young 
people find a home has been 
launched in Dudley. 

A new shared housing 
programme will be trialled 
in central Dudley and Lower 
Gornal, tailored to the needs 
of young people aged 18 to 
35. Dudley Council is run¬ 
ning the pilot scheme in 
partnership with Black 
Country Housing Group and 
Churches Houses Associa¬ 
tion of Dudley and District. 

Self-contained rooms 
will be available in shared 
houses for young people. 
They will be provided with 
their own private bedroom 
with an en-suite bathroom, 
bed and small fridge. Some 
may also have a microwave 
and kettle. 

The rest of the house will 
be shared with other ten¬ 
ants, who will have a shared 
kitchen and in some cases a 
garden. A selection process 
will also look at lifestyle 
preferences and things such 
as working hours and sleep¬ 
ing patterns to match poten¬ 
tial residents. 

Housing boss Councillor 
Gaye Partridge said: “We 
have developed this shared 
housing option specifically 
for young people to test the 
market. If it proves a suc¬ 
cess we may look to roll the 
scheme out across Dudley 
borough.” 

To qualify for the shared 
houses people must meet 
and agree to share with the 
other selected residents. 
They must be aged between 
18 and 35 and have lived or 
worked in Dudley borough 
for the last two years.

A FIRST World War memo¬ 
rial which has spent near¬ 
ly a decade in a garage will 
again become a focal point 
at Langley after campaigners 
secured funding. 

The stained glass three-panel 
window is the only memorial list¬ 
ing the names of the 64 men from 
the Langley area who lost their 
lives during the Great War. 

It was installed in St Michael and 
All Angels Church, in Causeway Green 
Road, Langley Green, in 1921 but had 


to be removed when the church, which 
had been closed since 2006, was sold 
and redeveloped. 

The memorial was removed and 
stored in a garage in Smethwick, lead¬ 
ing to uncertainty over its future while 
a new home was sought. 

But after the Zion United Reformed 
Church, which is only around 100 
yards away from the church in which 
it stood for so long, said it would be 
happy to take the memorial, a cam¬ 
paign was launched to raise enough 
money so it could be restored and 
safely displayed in its new home. 

The Langley Local History Society 


has now been told a bid for Lottery 
Heritage Funding has been successful 
and is to receive £9,300. 

The group’s chairman Dr Terry 
Daniels said: “We are delighted to 
have been awarded this grant which 
secures the future of the window. 

“It was originally bought through a 
public appeal and therefore belongs to 
the people of Langley, so it is impor¬ 
tant it remains here.” 

The window is currently being re¬ 
stored and it is hoped it will be in place 
by April. Grant money that is left over 
will be used for a booklet and exhibi¬ 
tion on the men who lost their lives.

Football 
club face 
£30k bill 
to return 


WORK to revamp Darlaston Town 
Football Club’s old dilapidated home 
will cost around £30,000, bosses have 
revealed. 

The club has taken over Bentley 
Leisure Pavilion, but hopes to return 
to its original City Ground. 

Renamed Darlaston Town (1874) 
FC, the resurrected team won a six- 
month licence from Walsall Council 
to manage and run the Bentley sports 
and social club venue until June 30. 

The team currently shares a 
ground in Bentley Road South with 
Red Star Alma FC. The City Ground, 
in Waverley, Road, Darlaston, had 
been Darlaston’s home until the club 
folded in 2013. 

Disrepair 

Club chairman Neil Chambers 
said: “The council recently gave us 
access to assess the state of The City 
Ground. 

The external fencing and stand 
has been in a state of disrepair for 
many years but it is now in a very 
sorry state. The clubhouse has been 
vandalised and will need significant 
refurbishment and modernisation, as 
will the dressing rooms. The playing 
surface has not been maintained. 

“Preliminary estimates suggest 
it will cost approx £30,000 just to 
get the ground and club house into 
reasonable condition. However, our 
options are limited and so we have 
informed the council that we wish 
to keep a return to The City Ground 
open as a possible option and we have 
not ruled out hiring a private ground 
again next season.” 

The 141-year-old club folded in 
2013 and reformed this season after 
fans and businesses came to its res¬ 
cue to raise £5,000 to resume play¬ 
ing in the West Midlands Regional 
League. 

“A move to the Pavilion will be a 
significant step” added Mr Chambers. 


Charity foundation 
set up in memory 
of Albion legend 


A CHARITABLE foundation is being 
set up in honour of a West Bromwich 
Albion legend. 

The Jeff Astle Foundation will support 
ex-sportsmen and women with brain con¬ 
ditions and is part of his family’s campaign 
to raise awareness of head injuries. 

Charity galas, dinners and grant applications 
will help fund care facilities, research and edu¬ 
cation for up and coming sports stars. 

The foundation will ultimately aim to open a 
convalescence centre to help sports people and 
their families. 

Discussions are being held to finalise patrons 
and trustees of the foundation which should be 
complete by early spring. 

The footballer’s daughter Dawn hopes that 
the foundation will be a lasting legacy for her 
father, who was known as ‘The King’ to devoted 
Baggies fans. 

“Although he was quite possibly the first 
to have been found to have suffered from this 
brain injury, we do not think that he will be 
last,” she said. 

Dementia 

“It is something that we have been building 
towards for a long time and we always hoped to 
open a foundation in his honour. 

“The dream is to actually have a purpose-built 
home for former footballers suffering from con¬ 
ditions like dementia. 

“It has been a lot of hard work so far. The fans 
have been fantastic and have supported us.” 

The foundation will aim to have a couple of 
main sporting dinner events a year to bring in 
funds for its vital causes. 

His family has registered The Jeff Astle Foun¬ 
dation at Companies House with the final paper¬ 
work to be completed shortly. Artwork has been 
designed for the foundation and a website will 
be online within weeks.

It comes as a long-awaited research project, 
which has been the focus of the family’s Justice- 
4Jeff campaign, should be established by the 
end of this month. 

Governing body, The FA, has told the family a 
small panel of experts will be formed to lead the 
research looking at brain injuries and conditions 
in former players. 

It will include Dr Willie Stewart who carried 
out a new examination of the former player’s 
brain. 

The 59 year old’s brain disease - chronic trau¬ 
matic encephalopathy - was linked to repeatedly 
heading the ball throughout his career. 

Baggies fans have been backing the family’s 
cause by applauding on the ninth minute at 
each game this season in his honour. 


Children's 
social care is 
on the mend 
in Sandwell 


THE under-fire children’s social care 
department in Sandwell has been 
boosted after it was judged to be 
making ‘good progress’. 

The council’s Children’s Services 
were heavily criticised by two Ofsted 
reports in 2013 and declared inad¬ 
equate. Since then the service has 
been restructured in a bid to stop 
children having their social worker 
frequently changed and to remove 
inefficient practices. 

The Local Government Association 
(LGA) carried out an independent 
peer review in November and found 
good progress had been made in sev¬ 
eral areas over the last year. 

Its report said there had been 
strong leadership and an increasingly 
stable workforce. But it also found 
the service was missing opportunities 
to learn from complaints, feedback 
and examples of good practice. 

The report’s author, Peter Rentell, 
concluded: “The key message now 
is to just keep on with it, no more 
re-organisations or major change 
programmes but a process of contin¬ 
uous improvement. The basics are on 
the whole happening and there now 
needs to be a greater sense of pur¬ 
pose and pace and an absolute focus 
on quality of practice. 

“There is still some practice that 
is inadequate but we also saw some 
practice that was good.” 

In light of the LGA’s findings, the 
council will be subject to another Of¬ 
sted inspection in the coming weeks. 

At a recent council cabinet meet¬ 
ing, leader Darren Cooper said he 
was confident children’s social care 
had turned a corner. 

“From what I have read I am quite 
confident that we are moving signifi¬ 
cantly in the right direction,” he said. 

“There is, of course, still some 
more work to do. We can expect Of¬ 
sted any day now. But I am confident 
and I welcome them to come.”

The Northern Premier League club has submitted 
plans for new stands and to alter existing areas for 
spectators at the War Memorial Athletic Ground — 
thanks to a cash boost from their FA Cup exploits. 


The ground, which the 
team shares with Stour¬ 
bridge Cricket Club in Am- 
blecote High Street, already 
has a 2,000-capacity to meet 
current league rules.

MP wants more 
training in skills 

BIDDERS for major infra¬ 
structure projects in the 
UK should be compelled 
to offer training for young 
people, says Warley MP

Malcolm Freeman said: 
“The honey is delicious and 
a real product of what we 
see down here. With the 
bees being under threat we 
made the decision two years 
ago to bring some here. 

Hayfever 

Exotic plants are planted 
around the apiary. One of 
the hives is behind glass for 
visitors to the attraction, off 
Salter’s Lane, West Brom¬ 
wich, 

Mr Freeman said the 
honey could also help pre¬ 
vent people suffering from 
hayfever. 

He said: “The good thing 
about the honey is what it 
does for hayfever. If we take 
honey produced locally it 
builds up our immunity to

D espite the best efforts of 

Jonathan Rhys Meyers in The 
Tudors and Eric Bana in The 
Other Boleyn Girl, it seems Henry 
VIII still has a very unglamorous 
image. 

Or as Damian Lewis puts it: “I think 
we all have this understanding that 
he was this womanising, syphilitic, 
bloated, genocidal Elvis character.” 

However, in new drama series Wolf 
Hall, adapted from Hilary Mantel’s 
two Booker-prize-winning novels, the 
actor is hoping we can see beyond 
the monarch’s weight and diseases. It 
helps that the story is approached 
from the perspective of Henry’s 
advisor Thomas Cromwell (acclaimed 
stage actor Mark Rylance). 

It’s also allowed Lewis to explore 
another side to the King. “I think what 
I’ve found in Henry is that the 
grandiose, more paranoid, self 
indulgent, self pitying, cruel Henry 
emerged in the period after this 
series... 

“What we’re trying to concentrate 
on a little bit is just to give a more 
varied portrait of Henry, and that’s 
really how this is written. Henry’s not 


in it very much but when we see him 
there’s great variety in his character 
and his personality... 

“We see him at times frightened by 
the memory of his mother and I think 
these are little insights that people 
won’t be used to, you know, and yet 
there are the similar things there, the 
vanity is still there, the self 
importance.” 

So it’s little wonder that the former 
Homeland star has mixed feelings 
about being able to empathise with 
his character. ‘The more I read about 
him the more I was happy - and 
alarmed - to find that I did share 
character traits with him. 

“I suppose everyone else will be 
the judge of it, but certainly sitting in 
the clothes, it feels like a canny piece 
of casting, because I do feel, I do find 
similarities between myself and him.” 

He adds: “I think there’s no 
question it helps having had the kind 
of schooling that I’ve had [at Eton] to 
play a King. Just the way, the sort of 
court structure, hierarchies, the way 
they’re set up, it’s something I feel I 
implicitly understand.” 


We’ll be able to see just how 
convincing Lewis is as the six-part 
series begins with the monarch 
desperate to produce a male heir, 
which means ending his marriage to 
Katherine of Aragon (Joanne 
Whalley). 

Unfortunately, Cardinal Wolsey 
(Jonathan Pryce) isn’t having 
much luck in persuading the Pope to 
annul the union - and if he falls from 
favour, that will also have a knock-on 
effect on his protege, Thomas 
Cromwell. 

When the Cardinal is dismissed as 
Lord Chancellor, the noble families of 
England begin jostling for position, 
keen to become the King’s next 
advisors, but Cromwell is hopeful that 
the Wolsey will eventually regain 
Henry’s favour. 

That could be tricky though, as 
the Cardinal has made many 
enemies at court, including one Anne 
Boleyn (Claire Foy), who still resents 
him for ending her betrothal to Henry 
Percy eight years earlier, and could 
now be in a position to take revenge 
as the King’s rumoured new 
mistress...

Suzuki Cross purposeful }

Suzuki has set the SX4 S-Cross 
up to ride fairly softly and that’s 
a good thing on roads like ours 
but they’ve also managed to in¬ 
clude a respectable amount of 
roll stiffness, which means you 
won’t encounter lurching when 
cornering. 

The four-wheel-drive transmission 
features an electronically controlled 
clutch pack, operated by a four-po¬ 
sition switch on the centre console. 
Choose ‘Auto’ and it’ll stick to driving 
the front wheels unless slip is detect¬ 
ed, whereupon the rear wheels are 
pressed into action. 


‘Sport’ diverts up to 20 per cent of 
torque to the rear wheels to give livelier 
handling. ‘Snow’ offers permanent four- 
wheel drive, with the system choosing how 
much torque to split front and rear, while 
‘Lock’ splits the torque equally between 
front and rear. 

Prices sit in the £15,000 to £24,000 
bracket, with diesel models starting at 
around £17,000. 

There’s a choice of five trim levels - SZ3, 
SZ4, SZ-T and SZ5. The ALLGRIP 4WD 
system is only available on the top version 
for a premium of around £1,800. 

You’ll need an SZ5-spec model to opt for 
the CV auto gearbox too. Even the base 
SZ3 gets 16-inch alloys, air-conditioning, 
cruise control, front and rear electric win¬ 
dows, heated door mirrors and a USB 
socket.

Super cool 
Leon Cupra 
- grace with 
lots of pace

I’m going to start at the end. Having this car 
parked outside my flat for the last six months 
has been a privilege. 

It reminds me every time I drive it that there are 
fast, fun cars out there that you don’t need to thrash 
around like you’re a hormone-charged teenager. It’s 
a car in which you can chill out just as much as go 
sports car-baiting - but boy, is it good at the latter. 

First let me sum up the performance. When you let it 
loose, the Cupra 280 runs riot like a furiously territorial bull. 
It rampages through the DSG gearbox with the front tyres 
on the limit, slamming each new ratio home with a satis¬ 
fying whump in the back and a cheeky parp from the twin 
exhausts. 

I reckon it could - and should - be a bit louder in Cupra 
mode; the angriest of the four driving mode selector op¬ 
tions. When Comfort and Individual modes can take care of 
the quiet, relaxed, everyday thing, there’s no reason to hold 
back with Cupra. 

The VAQ triple-clutch differential assist on the front axle 
is worth its weight in unobtanium, managing the immense 
torque across the grippy front Bridgestones to devastating 
effect. Dry weather traction is unbelievable: violent, relent¬ 
less and intoxicating. Your tyre fitter will thank you for the 
extra business if you enjoy it too often. 

The DSG gearbox is a thorn in the car’s side. It’s a bit 
fragile, so torque has to be limited and fed in slowly when 
the turbo first spools up. It helps to make the automatic Cu¬ 
pra the gentler and more relaxed option compared to the 
manual, but the latter is more immediate, more explosive, 
more raw and, believe it or not, smoother - unless you’re a 
complete dunce with the clutch. 

Additional 

Then there’s the lack of real manual control to boost the 
sense of driving involvement. If you don’t shift up in time, it’ll 
do it for you, so if you’re just a fraction late with the shift pad¬ 
dle, you end up switching two gears instead of one. It could 
definitely be implemented better. At the additional price it 
commands, it’s hard to recommend DSG. 

But either way, having that swell of torque on tap is a joy 
even if you only ever use 20 percent of it on your commute. 
Just knowing it’s there is enough to put a smile on your face. 

Over my time with it, I did come across some annoying 
niggles. The CD player being in the glove box is one of 
them, and the desperately old-tech media screen is another 
- I’m sure the screen on my first mobile phone had better 
resolution. 

OK, I exaggerate, but it really isn’t good enough for a 
2014 car costing almost £30,000 before options. Thankfully, 
the much-improved unit from the Leon X-Perience could see 
production in the Cupra in a year or two. 

I’ve really grown to like the wheels. They give stance. 
I wasn’t sure about them to begin with, thinking them on 
the large side for the size of car. At 19 inches, they make 
one heck of a statement and initially I’d have preferred the 
18-inchers available only for the Leon FR, but the more you 
look at this car, the more the wheels make sense. 

It’s not a massively overstated car in terms of its styling, 
but there’s no question in my mind that the wheels add at¬ 
titude. 

Until you kerb them, anyway. Protect them if you can. 

What I really love about the hottest Leon is that it’s not 
perfect. My affection for it comes squarely from the heart 
rather than the head. There are flaws to accept and work 
around, just like with a husband or wife, but it’s all part of 
the hot Seat’s unique character. It helps that it’s especial¬ 
ly beautiful in the three-door SC body style with its sleekly 
sloping roof line and rear three-quarter curves to die for. 

The Leon Cupra 280 is uber-desirable; it’s a car you buy 
because it pulls your heartstrings more than any of its rivals. 
But rest assured it has the bite to back up its bark.

Kia’s quart-from-a-pint-pot small car, the 
facelifted Venga, is now on sale in the UK. 

There are restyled front and rear ends which give the Ven¬ 
ga a sportier appearance and the interiors have been re¬ 
freshed with added touches of luxury and more equipment. 
At the top of the range there is a new Venga 4 model. 

The new line-up is based on five trim grades and four en¬ 
gines, giving a choice of 11 models. The highly economical 
1.4- and 1.6-litre petrol and diesel engines are carried over 
from the previous Venga and give potential fuel economy 
of up to 64.2mpg, with C02 emissions as low as 117g/km. 
Intelligent Stop & Go (ISG) is standard where it can effect 
a worthwhile improvement in fuel consumption and emis¬ 
sions, and appears on all but one manual version. 

The 89bhp 1.4-litre petrol engine is offered with 1, 1 Air 
and 2 trim grades, while the 89bhp 1.4-litre diesel is re¬ 
served exclusively for Venga 2. The two 1.6-litre engines 
with manual transmission are available with grades 3 and 
4. The 1.6 petrol engine is also offered with a four-speed 
automatic gearbox in grades 2, 3 and 4. 

All versions have a more aggressive, sportier front bump¬ 
er and main grille, featuring a new take on the ‘tiger nose’ 
theme with high-gloss black mesh and a chrome surround. 
The Kia logo has been relocated to the bodywork. The lower 
air intake has been redesigned to house daytime running 
lights (LED with grades 3 and 4) next to the fog lights, which 
now sit in high-gloss black housings joined by a chrome 
strip. There is also now a chrome strip linking the rear light 
units, which are LED on Venga 4. Another premium touch 
with Venga 4 is the chrome exterior door handles. 

For grades 2 and above, there are new-style 16-inch alloy 
wheels with five triple spokes, while grades 1 and 1 Air con¬ 
tinue with 15-inch steel wheels with five-spoke embellishers. 

Interior improvements include new black Houndstooth 
cloth for entry-grade models, while grade 2 continues 
with black Beat cloth and level 3 again has black Bamboo 
part-leather and part-cloth upholstery. This is also fitted to 
the new Venga 4. There is a new Grey Metal Grain paint 
finish for the centre fascia of Venga 1,1 Air and 2, while high- 
gloss black continues to adorn Venga 3 and is replicated in 
the new Venga 4. 

Split rear seats that slide fore and aft by up to 130mm 
allow the passenger accommodation to be stretched when 
maximum luggage capacity is not needed. Alternatively, a 
two-tier boot means that owners who occasionally need 
more than the standard 440 litres of cargo space can ex¬ 
pand the luggage area simply by lowering the floor. The 
luggage compartment thus becomes 163mm taller, extend¬ 
ing total volume to 570 litres. If more space is required, 
the rear seats have ‘Fold & Dive’ functionality, which makes 
them seem to disappear into the floor, creating a completely 
flat deck in a load area offering a cavernous 1,253 litres of 
space. 

Specified 

All models are extremely highly specified, and features 
previously unattainable with the Venga now appear in cer¬ 
tain models. Tyre Pressure Monitoring is fitted to all versions, 
warning the driver of any potentially serious loss of pressure 
via a symbol in the instrument cluster. Automatic Light Con¬ 
trol is now standard with Venga 3 and 4, and Venga 4 also 
has ‘welcome’ and ‘follow-me-home’ lighting. 

Other unique features to Venga 4 are a smart key with 
engine start/stop button, a heated steering wheel activated 
by a control switch on the right-hand wheel spoke to com¬ 
plement the heated front seats fitted to Venga 3 and 4, and 
a panoramic sunroof. Venga 3 and 4 are also equipped 
with a 7-inch touchscreen satellite navigation system with 
European mapping and a Traffic Messaging Channel. The 
full-colour touchscreen also includes a reversing camera. 
The infotainment system, which is also accessed via the 
touchscreen, no longer includes a CD player due to the in¬ 
creasing trend among customers of using portable devices 
to play music. The high-quality six speaker audio system in¬ 
cludes RDS radio, full MP3 compatibility and AUX and USB 
ports. 

Standard across the range are driver’s seat height adjust¬ 
ment, tilt and telescopic steering wheel adjustment, electric 
front windows, remote central locking, tinted glass, steering 
wheel-mounted audio controls, a front passenger armrest, 
body-coloured handles and door mirrors and electrically ad¬ 
justable heated door mirrors. 

Venga 2 models add alloy wheels, an iPod cable, Blue¬ 
tooth hands-free mobile phone operation with music 
streaming, rear electric windows, folding door mirrors and 
reversing sensors. Venga 3 versions come with climate con¬ 
trol, front and rear electric windows, front fog lamps, privacy 
glass on the rear windows and tailgate and cruise control 
with a speed limiter. 

For safety, all Vengas have six airbags), active front head 
restraints and two ISOFIX child-seat mounting points. 

Every Venga has Kia’s unique seven-year/100,000-mile 
warranty, subject to terms and conditions covering wear- 
and-tear items. It is transferable to future owners should the 
car be sold during the period of the warranty.

Prepare for the big freeze 


Experts at the Trust Group today urged mo¬ 
torists in the Midlands to get their cars ready 
for the snow and icy weather. 

Now Volkswagen technicians at Trust’s three 
Volkswagen garages in Wolverhampton, Stourbridge 
and Redditch are urging motorists to get their cars 
in top condition to help them stay in the driving seat 
through the predicted heavy snow, sub-zero temper¬ 
atures and freezing gales. 

Dean Beddows, service manager at Wolverhampton said 
it was essential for motorists to give their cars a thorough 
health check before the bad weather sets in. 

“It’s a well-known fact that you are more likely to break 
down in bad weather - particularly when it is freezing cold 
- but by following Volkswagen’s winter health checklist you 
can help yourself avoid problems when the snow falls.” 

Dean said things for motorists to check and keep an eye 
on included: 

• Tyres. Winter motoring requires at least 3mm of tread 
on all tyres and it makes sense to check pressures every 
week. If you need new tyres make sure you fit a reputable 
make from a good source, and consider winter tyres for 
improved safety. 

• Antifreeze. Keep it topped up and if you are concerned 
get your garage to check concentration to ensure ade¬ 
quate cold temperature protection. 

• Battery. Older batteries often fail when the weather 
turns nasty. If your battery is more than five years old it 
might be time to consider a replacement to avoid a nasty 
surprise when the mercury dips. 

• Screen wash. Don’t be tempted to settle for washing up 
liquid, which can smear the windscreen and reduce visibili¬ 
ty. Use a 50 per cent mix of a good quality brand to reduce 
the risk of its freezing in the cold. 

• Windscreen. Clean the inside with glass cleaner to 
avoid dazzling rays from the low sun. And check your wip¬ 
ers are in good condition before they are put to too much 
work in the rain, sleet and snow. 

• Service. Get your car serviced by a professional in time 
for the bad weather if you want to put your mind at rest. That 
way any nasty surprises should be spotted in time to be put 
right before they can do too much harm. 

Dean also urged motorists not to be lulled into a false 
sense of security by the current mild weather and to make 
sure they had a winter emergency kit in the boot of their car. 


“Nobody thinks they are going to be caught out, but 
every year we get at least one fall of heavy snow which 
leaves some drivers trapped in their car overnight. 

“By making sure you have an emergency kit in the ve¬ 
hicle you improve your chances of both getting through 
the night unscathed and doing so with at least a degree 
of comfort. 

“A typical kit should include a blanket, rug or sleeping 
bag, shovel, bits of carpet or thick cardboard to place under 
driven wheels to help regain traction on ice or snow and 
some salt or sand. 

“Drivers should also carry sufficient reflective jackets, an 
ice scraper and de-icer, torch and batteries, tow rope, snow 
chains, jump leads, bottled water, snacks such as choco¬ 
late and cereal bars, and extra screen wash. 

“It is also a good idea to have a spare charged battery 
for your mobile phone in case you find yourself stuck for 
some time. 

“The teams at our garages are always more than happy 
to offer advice and help to any motorist who is unsure about 
what they might need, and we would urge them to drop in 
for a chat to see how we can help put their minds at ease.”

“It certainly would not have been 
nurtured and loved the way it has to 
create what we have now.

the city, to be saved for the fans, and 
managed in a way befitting of him as 
a patriot of the club.” 

Asked where the club would have 
been without Sir Jack, Moxey re¬ 
plied: “It may not be here at all is 
the honest answer, certainly not in 
its current patronage.” 

Moxey also paid a warm personal 
tribute, adding: “He was the most 
generous-hearted, kind man you 
could ever want to meet.”
